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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-2, 6-7, 9-10, 14-15, and 17-18 are pending and presented for 
examination. Claims 3-5, 8, 11-13, 16 and 19-23 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 6-7, 9, 
14-15 and 17 have been amended. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
08/13/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Referring to the pending 35 USC 101 rejections, applicant's amendments have 
been acknowledged and therefore, examiner withdraws the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2, 6-7, 9-10, 14-15, and 17-18 (renumbered as claims 1-10) are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 

made of record fails to explicitly teach a memory device that stores a b-tree data 
structure, with no gaps between stored normalized index keys and a processor that 
compresses normalized keys on a memory page by comparing a first normalized index 
key with a second normalized index key, generating a common byte length between the 
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first and second normalized index key, combined with, shifting the normalized index 
keys following the first normalized index key to fill an empty memory space resulting 
from compressing the first normalized index key and updating the memory offsets 
contained in the slots corresponding to the shifted normalized index keys and updating 
a indicator in the slot and wherein the processor compresses the stored normalized 
index keys before a memory page split.
